“To a conscientious soldier the lack 
of proper resp**-* for the American 
flag shown by some of the people of this 
town is deplorable,” Sergeant S. L. 
Hayes, in charge of the recruiting of­ 
fice here, stated today. “There is ab­ 
solutely no regard for the eitquette 
which is due the Stars and Stripes, or 
the merchants along the main streets 
of this town would not permit them 
to fly in a ragged and faded condition 
from one week’s end to the other. The 
rules for the displaying of the flag 
make it mandatory that it be taken 
down or else furled at night if it is 
impossible to remove it from out-of 
doors and this should be rigidly obey­ 
ed, as an honor to the emblem of this 
nation.” 
Sergeant Hayes stated that there 
are a number of people, for the great­ 
er part merchants, who permit the 
flag to remain out of doors in all 
kinds of weather and also allow it tv 
remain floating to the breeze all night 
which is strictly against the rules 
and regulations of the United States 
Army and Navy. In addition Sergeant 
Hayes stated that in some places the 
flag has been permitted to fly for so 
long that it has become ragged and 
tom. 
He mentioned one flag in particular 
located at an inn near Gettysburg 
Which has become torn so badly and 


is so badly faded that it is scarcely 
recognisable as a flag, and he added 
that it should be taken down and 
burnt. 
Sergeant Hayes is authorized 
to see that the proper observances of 
the flag are rigidly enforced and he 
stated that he would bend every ef­ 
fort to have the flags which are in 
a deplorable condition taken down and 
burned. 
He gave the ten cardinal rules of 
observance: 
1. Either fly the flag, freely un­ 
furled, from a staff, or hang it 
flat, its full horizontal or vertical 
length falling evenly, with the 
starry field at the top and to the 
observer’s left. 
2. Whether indoors or out the 
flag should never be fashioned into 
a rosette, bow-knot, etc., or used 
as draping. Use bunting. 
3. Hoist the flag briskly; lower 
it slowly and ceremoniously, never 
permitting its folds to touch the 
ground. 
4. At crossed staffs with an­ 
other flag, it should be on the ob­ 
server’s left, Its staff in front of 
the other staff. 
5. 
In a cluster the national flag 
should be in the center or at the 
highest point in the group. 
6. Suspended across the street 
between two rows of buildings,

As compared with 415,668 tourists 
who visited the battlefield with guides 
during the three-month period which 
ended June 30, 73,781 persons toured 
the battle ground .with guides in the 
last quarter, which ended September 
30, it Was announced today by WtBtaw 
C. Storrick, superintendent of guides. 
It is estimated that one of every 
six tourist parties visiting Gettysburg 
secures the services of a guide, and 
on that basis 442,686 persons toured 
all or part of the battlefield without a 
guide during the quarter. 
With the 
number 
which 
had the services of 
guides, the total is 516,467 tourists 
for the quarter. 
For the first two quarterly periods 
since guides have been instructed to 
keep account of the number of tour­ 
ists they escort over the field, the total 
is 103,894. On the basis of I to 6, 623,- 
364 persons visited Gettysburg during 
the two periods, or a grand total of 
727,258. 
Of the IOO guides in service, 95 
operated and turned in reports for the 
second quarterly period, the third of 
the calendar year. Most of the guides 
report trips of 2 hours on more. 
Of 
this number there were 17,517, with 
only 1,244 trips of 
less 
than 
two 
hours. 
The 
average 
number of tourists 
per guide w'as 776. The average num­ 
ber of long trips per guide was 185 
and 14 short trips on an average for 
each guide. 
The largest number of short trips 
reported by any guide was 156 out of 
a total of 273. 
Another guide re­ 
ported TO short trips 
of 233, and a 
third reported 48 short tours out of 
212 trips. 
For most of the trips of two hours 
or less, the guides received $3 a trip, 
the exact number being 1,042, while 
for 202 trips 
guides 
reported 
re­ 
ceiving only $2.

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TAX COLLECTORS 
OOT I PER CENT 


Egyptian 
Papyrus 
Tells 
of 
Amounts Paid to Excise Men 
During the Second Century. 


London.—The busy tax cplle^tor of 
the ancient City of Karania, in Cen­ 
tral Egypt, during the second century 
A. D.t got about I per cent commis­ 
sion on his collections, it is revealed 
in two long Greek papyrus rpUs which 
are soon to be presented to the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan. 
The rolls, which were unearthed in 
Egypt recently, are sixty and forty 
feet in length respectively and are 
among the longest ever found. 
The 
papyrus is of good quality, but is ex­ 
tremely brittle and bears writing on 
but one side. 
In each entry the name of the per­ 
son comes first; then follows a list of 
properties assessed, real and personal, 
with the amount of the tax recorded 
in the margin against each item. The 
tax collector’s 
commission runs to 
about I per cent in the items already 
examined, while in some items there 
is a charge for exchange to cover the 
conversion of copper coins into the 
silver value of the drachma. 
Drummers and reporters in 135 B. 
C. must have been just like they are 
nowadays. 
An expense account of 
that year, one foot long, has been 
found in Egypt. 
It is also being 
taken to the University of Michigan. 
The purchaser of the rolls is an 
American who will not permit his 
name to be made public.

Modesto made complaint that “too 
many bees are at liberty on the streets 
and walks of our city.” So the City 
Council obligingly passed an ordi­ 
nance about it. 
Now it i r a misdemeanor for a bee 
owner to let his insect out of the yard, 
except, perhaps, on a leash. But the 
enforcement authorities are facing the 
heartbreaking task of identifying bees 
which take the air in defiance of the 
municipal edict, the 
council 
having 
neglected to make provision of an air­ 
plane squad to track law-defying in­ 
sects to their domiciles. 
, 
Later on, no doubt, police officers 
will be able to recognize bees which 
are old offenders and track down their 
owners accordingly. At first, though, 
it might be wise to order all bees 
equipped with collars or leg bands. 
A tag of some sort really 
seems 
necessary. 
It is not impossible that 
law-breaking 
bees 
will 
develop 
a 
criminal cunning that 
will 
prompt 
them to take refuge in a strange hive 
when pursued by police. In this event 
an innocent 
beekeeper 
could 
talk 
himself blue in the face in a futile 
effort to deny ownership. 
In any event, the 
bee 
ordinance 
should work wonders for Modesto’s 
tourist trade. 
Who wouldn’t take a 
trip to Modesto to see a policeman in­ 
terrogating a bee?

Chestnut Trees in Western Part 
of State Have Good Year, 
Despite Blight. 


Harrisburg, 
Pa. — 
C h e s t n u t 
harvest is under way among the rem­ 
nants of Pennsylvania's growth of 
these trees in the northwestern coun- S 
ties, where they are making a valiant I 
stand against the inroads qf .blight j 
which has swept away tho once Heaty , 
groves that flourished throughout the 
Coanmonwealth. 
Indications 
also 
to good yields of butternuts, wal- j 
nuts and hickory nuts. 
Reports to the state department of I 
forests and waters 
indicate 
that a j 
fair-sized chestnut crop will be ob­ 
tained in Forest, Crawford, Clarion, ’ 
Venango and Warren counties. 
Al­ 
though the blight has started through j 
the 
trees in that section there yet 
remain enough to produce a crop of 
nuts annually. 
The blight entered the state in the 
southeast section in 1900 and within 
the next five years had attacked the j 
growth on a line drawn diagonally j 
across the state from the Delaware i 
water gap to Mercersburg. 
Depart- j 
ment officials said it then appeared j 
to halt for some time after which it j 
crossed over the Alleghenies and now j 
is sweeping on west. 
Professor Joseph C. Blick, head of 
the department’s research bureau, said 
a peculiar thing about the blight is 
that when it first attacks a tree the 
growth appears to be stimulated and 
until the tree is infested totally it j 
usually 
produces a 
heavy crop of 
nuts. 
He also pointed out that some 
scattered stands of chestnut in the ! 
eastern part of the state hold out hope 
for the eventual development of a j 
tree which will be blight proof. These 
stands sprung up 
after the 
blight 
killed the parents trees. 
The state’s 
walnuts 
and 
hickory 
nuts are found in 
the 
agricultural 
sections while butternuts thrive best 
in the foothills. 
Tradition says that 
the early settlers chose their farms 
by the growth of walnut trees, as they 
indicated a fertile soil. 
The department is undertaking the 
propagation of walnut 
on 
a 
large 
scale. 
Last fall 220 bushels of nuts 
were planted at the Milton nursery 
but it will be about 20 years before 
the trees begin to bear. 
They make 
a growth of from 6 to 12 inches the 
first year and are not difficult to trans­ 
plant.
